The first question before the meet- 
ing was the bonuslng of the ship- 
building Industry in Canada. 

Capt, J. O. Cox stated that he had 
been requested to draw the attention 
i of the commission to the necessity of 
paying a bonus to shipbuilders 
throughout Canada, At the present 
time the laws allow an owner to Import 
| a ship from the Old Country free of 
! duty, but in case a hull Is built hi Can- 
ada a duly lias to be paid on the ma- 
chinery which makes it had to compete 
with the shipbuilders from that part of 
the world. The shipbuilders requested 
that a bonus of $10 per ton be granted 
to allow them to compete with the Old 
j Country builders. In the building of 
small vessels the local builders are 
! practically on an even footing as they 
manufacture the machinery in the city, 
but when it. comes to large vessels It 
i is Impossble to compete with Old 
I Country firms. 
. Hon. Sir. Fielding — There is a pro- 
vision In the laws where there is a re- 
bate on the duty. 

Capt. Cox — Yes; about SO cents per 

full. 

Han. Mr. Fielding — Under the pres- 
ent arrangements the customs have 
power to arrange matters. 

Capt. Cox thought that if a bonus of 
$10 per. ton was put on now in a few 
years it could be reduced. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding — What does It cost 
per ton to complete a vessel? 

Capt. Cox — That Is very hard to say. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding — Would you desire 
$10 a ton on wooden vessels, and would 
you expect to make the machinery here 
for the large vessels? 

A Bounty Urged 

Capt. Cox — In course of time, if we 
secured the $10 bounty, we would ex- 
tend our operations so that wo would 
be able to manufacture machinery for 
any sized vessel. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding — The question bus 
been discussed in the East, but. no one 
asked as high as $10 per ton. 

Capt. ( ' ox — That is explained by the 
fact tlULl they are nearer the seat of the 
manufacture of machinery. 

Horn. Mr. Fielding — Where would you 
get your steel? 

Capt. Cox — At the present time in 
the East. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding — Where are the 
nearest ship yards on the American 
side with which you have to compete? 

Capt. i '.ix— Seattle 

H. F. Mullen was also called on this 
question, and staled thai when the 
bonus was first brought up it was on 
wooden vessels buill on the Atlantic 
coast, and was on the net tonnage, 
whereas they desired that it should 
be oh the gross tonnage and should he 
a little higher. He quoted the case 
of the Princess Victoria to show that 
with a gross tonnage of 2,000 tons and 
a nel tonnage of 400, there would be a 
very great difference. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding — At the present 
time there Is no bonus but a draw- 
back which represents the amount paid 
for duty <>n materials Imported for 
construction purposes. Bui you would 
have ii to go further and give a bonus:' 

Mr Bullen — I'es. It would help us 
considerably. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding— If it Is only a 
question of repaying the duty, it would 
not appear to be a difficult problem to 
set lie. 

Mr. Bullen thought thai the govern- 
ment might see their way clear to give 
a bonus, but if the duty was paid back 
it would he a great help.

Hon. Mr. Fielding— Why does Vic- 
toria not assist? AVhat is the cost per 
ton of the vessels which you have 
built? 

Mr. Bullen— The Princess Beatrice 
was 1,300 tons gross, and cost $100,000. 

Hon. Mr, Fielding— What percentage 
does $10 represent per ton? 

Mr. Bullen— That is easily shown by 
the Beatrice. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding — On a vessel such 
as you have mentioned $10 per ton 
does_noL appear to be very high but on 
a cheaper vessel It might be exorbitant. 
Are there tiny other shipbuilders in 
Victoria besides yourselves? 

Mr. Bullen — Yes; there are, two or 
three others. 

Mr. Bullen presented a plan of the 
new Princess which is being built for 
the C. P. It. coasting trade which will 
have a speed of 16 knots with a nirigle 
screw and will be -50 feet long, and 
stated that the Princess Victoria, an 
18 knot vessel cost $200 per ton. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding — is it possible to 
secure the machinery In this country? 

Mr. Bullen— It is Impossible to make 

It. 

Hon. Mr. Brodeur — Not the engines 
and hollers? 

Mr. Bullen— No; I do not think you 
can secure them In the East. 

Senator Templeinan — Have you any 
knowledge of the shipping of British 
Columbia? 

Mr. Bullen— At present there Is verj 
little difference between Victoria and 
Vancouver, with Montreal and Quebec. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding— Where will you 
secure the material? Will it stand the 
long haul from the Bast? 

Resources in Iron 

Mr. Bullen— We are In hopes that 
our own Iron properties will be devel- 
oped. 

Hon. Mr. Paterson — If the govern- 
ment consents to allow the bonus, what 
amount will have to be paid, with the 
bonus at $10 per gross ton? 

Mr. Bullen — The new vessel we are 
building will be 2,000 tons gross, which 
would mean about $20,000 bonus. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding— Ha ve you any 
documents to show that the American 
Pacilio ports receive assistance from 
the American government? 

Mr. Bullen— Not at present, but I can 
secure them, 

Hon. Mr. Palerson — Leaving the 
bonus aside, what arrangements could 
be made to make a good settlement of 
the difficulties? 

Mr. Bullen— .Make a distinction be- 
tween sailing vessels and steamers. and 
also on the gross and net tonnage. 

Hon. Mr. Paterson— What percent- 
age would SO cents per ton be on a ves- 
sel.?

NEW WESTMINSTER, Oct. 5.—

opened. Barry in the morning the ge- 
nial rays of old Sol (denied mists and a 
still' west, wind broke up threatening 
clouds, so that, noonday showers soon 
passed, leaving the balance of the after- 
noon bright and sunny. About 15,000 
witnessed the livestock parade and tho 
Capitals-Vancouver lacrosse match. 
There were half a dozen bauds on the 
ground and a balloon ascension. Two- 
thirds of the Terminal City visitors re- 
mained to watch the electrical illumina- 
tions and spectacular torchlight tntoo of 
massed Indian bands. 

Under the brilliant sun. with thou- 
sands of spectators massed around llio 
I rack and crowding the grand stand and 
bleachers, 022 cattle and 294 horses 
passed .around the track in reciew, pre- 
senting a grand appearance decked in 
(ribbons and many proudly showing their 
awards. 

The Lacrosse Match 

The lacrosse match between the Cap- 
itals of Ottawa and the Vancouver 12 
resulted in a drawn game, seven goals to 
seven being the final tally. The match 
was a slow one in the Brsl half and the 
eastern aggregation did not seem to lie 
doing as much as they could.

COSTS OF WAR. 

i The London Statist estimates the cost 
of the war to Japan, direct and indirect, 
at £200,000,000, or $1,000,000,000. This 
total is made up of items known as as- 
certainable, classified under the head of 
direct expenditures', and of items contin- 
gent on the final .settlement of the war, 
or fairly lo he reckoned as among its 
financial consequences. The first include 
domestic war loans to an aggregate ot 
$250,000,000, and foreign borrowings ol 
$410,000,000, or in all $000,000,000; and 
special war nixes, $107,000,000. These 
items foot up in round figures $707,000,- 
01)0 chargeable directly to the war. in 
the indirect expenditures an; included 
those incurred in , making provisions 
against the coming of the contest, money 
spent in time of peace in preparing for 
war, and also the cost of bringing back 
tlie army, and the general readjustment 
to the condition following the cessation 
of hostilities. These items the Statist 
thinks will carry the grand total up to 
$1,000,000,000. Its calculations are cer- 
tainly conservative, for the closing up of 
the final accounts of a great war is a 
process that usually runs into the follow- 
ing peace. At every session of our con- 
gress there are appropriations for the 
settlement of claims originating in our 
civil war. which ended forty years ago. 
Japan may not have an equally prolong- 
ed experi if war's delays, but prob- 
ably for some years to come she will 
have lo keep her books open, awaiting 
the time when it will be safe to strike the 
it n a 1 balance. 

Russia, the Statist estimates, lias paid 
out in cash ami has incurred in obliga- 
tions a sum of not less than $1,500,000,-

FACING THE ISSUE. 

' It is not a mutter of reproach, as be- 
tween West and East, that British Col- 
tumbin demands ni readjustment of finan- 
cial terms. We are confronted with a 
certain set of facts and conditions im- 
possible, to deny; 

i These are the results of an arrange- 
ment entered into in 1871, tlie outcome 
of which, through tlie development of 
certain conditions, it was impossible to 
*<ee at tho time p£ Confederation. >>'o- 
ibody is blamed for it. 
i It is not a question which, properly 
entertained, should lead to recrimination. 
Either what is alleged in support of our 
claims is valid argument, or it is not. 
Jt resolves itself into a question of evi- 
dence, and, of right, justice and equity 
1 — one serious in import and worthy of 
•consideration on its merits. 
< Certain newspapers, whose mission it 
is to defend tlie government at all haz- 
ards for UK! days of each year, and to 
shield it from what is embarrassing. 
Ciioose for the purpose of diverting pub- 
lic attention to play the part of jester 
and buffoon; and in the familiar rap and 
hells they display unusual aptitude for 
tho duties of their otliee. They may, 
indeed, even be congratulated upon till- 
ing with success the niche in life for 
which their peculiar talents lit then), 
and for the satisfactory way in which 
they earn their emoluments and the ap- 
probation of their political masters. The 
public, however, appreciate a dignified 
treatment «f important issues, and their 
intelligence is insulted by a mere jingle 
of bells and pettifogging evasion when 
such issues are raised. 
, The responsibility of the Government 
Dt Ottawa, or of the people of Eastern 
•Canada, in relation to the disadvan- 
tageous conditions that have arisen in 
this province, on account of which our 
government has made claims, lies not in 
Mie existence of these conditions, but in 
the manner in which they deal with the 
situation after being called to their at- 
tention and fully explained. If they re- 
fuse to investigate the nature of claims 
When made in the name of our govern- 
ment, to right wrongs when they are 
shown to exist, to admit that a disadvan- 
tageous, one-sided bargain should find a 
remedy, they must be prepared to accept 
the consequences destined to How from a 
studied attitude of neglect, even though 
encouraged by contemptuous expressions 
of opinion from members of the press of 
British Columbia more interested in party 
success and party spoils than in the 
well-being of the province. 
I No number of commissions to enquire 
unto tariff, fishery, transportation, mining 
or other matters, no bonuses to lead pro- 
ducts or shipbuilding; no appropriations 
for harbors, or dredges, of public build- 
ings, and no amount of party patronage 
will suffice to compensate for the eva- 
sion of the one, outstanding issue of bet- 
ter tonus, or palliate the continuance of 
the one great wrong from which this 
province has suffered. 



Canadian industries it is the national 
policy still. Mr. Fielding claims that 
It is a. more perfect system than was 
formerly In vogue; that he has been 
able to improve materially on the in- 
ventions of his predecessors — to turn a. 
partial Into a complete success. For 
the. present we shall not quarrel with 
these, claims; they are immaterial in 
discussing the subject In bund. The 
question that arises is: Should the 
farmers of tlie Northwest pay duty on 
lumber? Politically, tho farmer of the 
prairies is a largo and powerful ele- 
ment, and the government cannot af- 
ford to treat him with scant courtesy 
or to give anything but the most re- 
spectful hearing to his representations. 
He asks, "Why should 1 pay duty, 
when the tariff affords no protection to 
me?" Should he. pay duty? That 
question may be best answered by ask- 
ing another: "Should the British Col- 
umbia lumberman, who pays duty on 
every thing he uses or owns In con- 
nection with Ids business be denied 
protection for Ills product in the only 
market he has?" Is not tlie farmer of 
the Northwest in a better position gen- 
erally speaking, than any other class 
of population in the Dominion? Are 
not his responsibilities and taxation 
less and his opportunities greater? We 
are not now dealing with individual 
instances, but with the farmers there 
as a class. Tlie Dominion of Canada 
Is doing more for the Northwest than 
for any other of its parts. It is opeu- 
| lug It up with railways populating it. 
and advertising it. Canada, through 
the success of tlie national policy in 
creating and encouraging industries, 
has been able to do as much for these 
people as it has. The federal obliga- 
tions are mutual. Tlie people of one 
province cannot be exempted from the 
application of a principle of govern- 
ment which is general. A protective 
tariff, as it happens, does not directly 
benefit the product of the Northwest 
farmer; but indirectly he and the 
prosperity he enjoys are its creation. 

Our tariff system is framed with the 
direct view of encouraging and pro- 
tecting tlie industries of Canada. Its 
application is general, with but one 
exception, that of lumber. We have 
a market open to the United States, 
while the market of the United States 
is closed to us. Why should there be 
exceptions ? The lumbermen say 
that with a tariff of $2 per thousand 
the price will jiot be higher than it is 
now, but admit that it means taxing 
the farmer to some extent, why should 
we discriminate as between lumber and 
every other article he uses? It is 
true that lumber is an Important ar- 
ticle of consumption, but so are clothing 
and carpets and furniture and agricul- 
tural machinery. 

Lumber is one of the leading prod- 
ucts of the industries of this province. 
The prosperity of the industry means 
much for the province; it directly af- 
fects almost every pocket. Why this j 
one exception among all the other in- 
dustries of Canada, except that the 
political influence of British Columbia 
is not suftleienL to secure for it rights 
in the same measure as in the East, 
where the preponderating political in- 
fluence resides. 



I LUMBER AND THE WEST. 

I' The Toronto Globe, which has been 
following the proceedings of the Tariff 
Commission throughout the West with 
unusual care, deals editorially with some 
of the subjects of special interest to Brit- 
ish Columbia and the Northwest. In re- 
spect to lumber, tlie Globe presents tlie 
case very fairly from our point of view, 
hut uses the situation as between the 
conflicting interests to point a moral on 
the absurdities of protection. It says: 

West of the great plains the lumber in- 
terest must be reckoned with. The 
farmers of the prairie country find the 
cost of lumber a serious disadvantage, 
but in British Columbia, where tho 
supply seems inexhaustible, the com- 
missioners are confronted with a de- 
mand for a duty on imported lumber. 
The Globe is the only Eastern news- 
paper that has followed the course of 
the Western tariff inquiry, giving the 
attitude of the various districts and 
divergent interests on the questions 
arising through the proposed tariff re- 
vision. And while the West has not 
always agreed with the views advanced 
there Is a general recognition of tlie 
service rendered In giving free expres- j 
slon to all shades of Western opinion. 
The lumber interests of British Colum- 
bia have made out a strong case from 
their point of view. They are forced 
to pay protection prices for their axes, 
saws, and such machinery as is used 
!n their business. They also have to 
pay duty on their harness and all the 
supplies required for lumber camps. 
Following tlie business right down 
from the camps in the forest to the 
machinery in the mills, the cost of lum- 
ber production is enhanced at every 
Stage by the protection policy. But tho 
lumberman has no tariff to permit the 
Shifting of tlie accumulated load to the 
consumers so he is naturally Inclined 
to protest. 

American rough lumber comes in 
duty free, ami while- the British Colum- 
bia lumbermen secure the bulk of the 
trade of Western Canada, it is at. 
prices that leave the burden of protec- 
tion with the settlers. The grievance 
thus created Is similar to that felt, by 
agriculture in all parts of the Dominion, 
but the farmer's case is obscured more 
or less by a tariff on farm products 
which gives him no protection. The 
lumberman's position is made apparent 
by the absence of a lumber duty. These 
or similar grievances are inseparable 
from a policy of protection. 

It is too late In the day to discuss the 
question of free trade and protection 
in Canada. We have adopted a sys- 
tem of protection pure and simple. 
What we have at present may differ 
in detail from tlie national policy of 
Hlr John Macdonald, but it Is the same 
in principle. So far as the tariff sys- 
tem is designed to protect and promote 



PRESIDENT HILL AT PORTLAND. 

Mr. J. J. Hill, of the Great Northern, 
and Mr. Howard Elliott, president of 
the Northern Pacific, were banquetted 
at Portland the other evening. Port- 
land, as wo pointed out recently, is 
bidding for the trade of a large section 
of country that has hitherto been de- 
nied to it through the lack of railway 
facilities. Now it hopes to benefit by 
the railway war between Hill and 
Harrlman. The latter is threatening 
to Invade Puget Sound territory and 
Hill is retaliating by going to Port- 
land, having decided to build down the 
north bank of the Columbia river. 

Mr. Hill, on the occasion in question, 
was positively brilliant, and fairly hyp- 
notized the company of which he was 
the honored and distinguished guest. 
Describing the occasion, the Oregonlan 
says that "it was the climax of enter- 
tainment features of the exposition, 
and without parallel in the social, com- 
mercial and industrial history of Port- 
land. It was in such striking contrast 
with another banquet tendered at the 
same place in spirit manifested on 
every hand, in enthusiasm and that 
warmth of good fellowship, that, like 
a touch of human kindness, works 
magic effects, that the contrast with 
the banquet upon the occasion of the 
visit of E. II. Harrlman made the 
spontaneity of the event last evening 
a.ll the more impressive." 

Mr. Hill was treated to eulogies of 
the country which he is going to open 
up, eulogies such as we are familiar 
with in respect to British Columbia, 
"inexhaustible," "illimitable" resources 
in timber, mineral, fruit and agricul- 
tural products; and he was not less 
appreciative in his own references. He 
is a bit of a diplomat. In Vancouver 
the other day he told them that he 
was going to do more for thai city 
than any railway company had done 
yet, In Portland he gave them the 
impression that it was tho one place 
on earth that he was dying to bless 
and make prosperous. He is too much 
of a business man to be a politician, 
but had he taken up politics as a pro- 
fession he would have made a great 
business of it. We fear that In that 
capacity our own railway magnates. 
Sir William Van Home and Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy, would not be "in 
It;" Concluding, he said to the people 
of Portland: "I will go a little farther 
and say that if I was ten or fifteen 
years younger I would come here to 
live with you (great applause); be- 
cause I never come to this country 



that it does not give me an Inspira- 
tion. If I was a young man, you could 
not keep me away from here." Need- 
less to say, tlie expression of such sen- 
timents completely carried them away. 
As "Mr. Hill is largely interested in 
building up Puget Sound trade, one 
wonders where his heart really Is, or 
it' In his advancing years he has de- 
veloped a tendency to "jolly" his 
audiences. 

Mr. Hill's speech, however, Is ex- 
tremely interesting from beginning to 
end and Is published In full in the 
Oregonlan of October 3. Moreover, he 
was quite witty at times, and bubbled 
over with homely aphorisms, with 
which great men do not scorn to em- 
phasize their views. He gave great 
encouragement to Portland as a sea- 
port, though he facetiously added that 
some say "the bottom of the river is 
too near to the toil." There were, he 
said, "two cities, not twins, but they 
are at the head of Lake Superior, and 
together they do not contain the popu- 
lation that Portland contains; but let 
me say to you that in seven months 
they handle more tonnage by water 
than any port in tlie world; London 
comes second, New York third or 
fourth. Duluth and Superior stand in 
.the very front as a seaport hi the 
matter of tons shipped, and yet they 
have not together over 10(1, 000 people." 

The Great Northern president has 
strong views on certain questions of 
railway policy advocated in the United 
States. One of these is tlie reduction 
of railway rates. He does not believe 
in federal or state interference witli 
business conditions, which he avers 
will regulate themselves. In proof of 
that he points to the fact that "the 
United States has today the lowest 
rail transportation in the world by a 
great extent. Russia lias the next 
lowest to the United States, and they 
pay for hauling a ton of freight 100 
miles an average of $1.70. Great Brit- 
ain pays an average of ?:>.35, and tlie 
United States pays an average of 70 
cents." 

Contrary to the statement that there 
has been no reduction of rates in 25 
years, he points out that In the Great 
Northern system alone the reductions 
in that period amount to $067,000,000. 
"I remember," he said, "when we | 
came to the Coast it looked rather 
lonesome to build a railroad across all 
the mountains and find nothing on all 
the face of the earth that was dealt 
In but lumber In a moderate way and 
town lots by wholesale. (Laughter). 
Wo could not make a cent carrying 
town lots, so there was nothing except 
lumber. We made a rate on lumber 
In desperation, which remains the 
lowest rate today that lias ever been 
made on lumber; but what did it do 
for you people in Oregon and Wash- 
ington? At that time stumpage was 
going begging anywhere from 10 to 20 
cents a thousand. Today you cannot 
buy stumpage that is at all accessible 
for less than $1 a thousand, and the 
advance in that one interest has been 
at least in the two states, $000,000,000." 

He talked of the "lines of least re- 
sistance," which is one of his most 
effective formulas for railway building,! 
and occasioned tlie light at Ottawa last 
session over the V., V. & K. charter. 
"Water follows the line of least re- j 
slstance, and so does commerce." Hill 
Is a philosopher. 

Talking of a law of congress to pre- | 
vent railways discriminating against 
localities, he referred to the proposal 
as "rotten trash," and he illustrated it 
by observing: "Take a distance tariff, 
I care not how small you make it for 
the ilrst hundred miles. Suppose you 
made it two cents a hundred; what 
would you do with 3,Ci0O miles? You 
could not live; there isn't a man 
doing business west of tlie Missouri 
River who would not have to stop; 
your fields would cease to be cultivat- 
ed. I am not afraid that any federal 
regulation will even get down deep 
enough to touch us where we live, 
because long before they do the country 
will be strewn with railroad corpses. 
They would bankrupt two-thirds of 
the mileage in the United States." 

President Elliott of tlie Northern Pa- 
cific, In speaking, paid a high tribute to 
Mr. Hill and the results of his policy 
in the Northwest. He referred par- 
ticularly to the trade of the Orient, 
regarding which, as is well known, Mr. 
ilill Is singularly sanguine. As a 
subject of great interest to British 
Columbia, we quote Mr. Elliott's re- 
marks on its importance: 

The foreign commerce of the world, 
outside of what is called the Orient, 
amounts to $27 per person per year. 
The foreign commerce of China is S5 
cents per person per year; of India, I 
$ L i:>b; of Japan, $5.SG; the foreign 
commerce of the whole Orient is $3.50 
per person per year. It is only a 
question of a few years before they 
double and treble that foreign com- 
merce. What will that mean to the 
United States, and particularly to the 
Pacific Coast? It will mean a greater 
.activity in your manufactures, in your 
wheat fields, In your employment of 
labor, a greater commercial activity in 
every direction, if you gentlemen who 
represent the brains and intelligence 
of the Pacific (.'oast use tlie force of 
your public opinion <-w> that reasonable 
laws are enacted permitting the rail- 
roads to expand, rather than restricting 
their trade;, permitting American ships 
to sail under the American flag; per- 
mitting tin? free export and Import of 
products to this country. That Is 
your part of the work, and you can do 
much to Influence your legislators 
along these lines, and to prevent them 
from hasty and ill-advised legislation 
on these three great subjects.

Of the last moments uf Lord Nelson 
the following account was given by 
the Naval Chronicle at the time: 

He was walking ihe quarter-deck, 
and about three yards from the stern, 
the space he generally walked before 
he turned back. His Lordship was in 
the act id' turning, -with his face 
towards the enemy, when be was mor- 
tally wounded in (he left breast by 
a musket ball, supposed to have been 
fired from the mizzetl top of the Re- 
doubtable, French ship of the Hue, 
Which the Victory had attacked early 
in the battle. He Instantly fell, anil 
two sailors who were near His Lord- 
ship raised him in their arms and 
carried him to the cockpit, where he 
was Immediately laid upon a bed. 

The following is the substance of a 
conversation which really took place 
In (he cockpit between His Lordship, 
Captain Hardy, Mr. Bourke and Mr. 
Realty. Upon seeing him brought 
down, Mr. Bourke immediately ran to 
hi m. "I fear," he said, "Your Lord- 
ship is wounded." ".Mortally! Mor- 
tally!" "I hope not, my lord; let Mr. 
Beutty examine your wounds." "It is 
no use." exclaimed the dying Nelson 
"he had better attend, to others." Mr 
Beatty now approached to examine the 
wound. His Lordship was raised up, 
and Beatty, whose attention was anx- 
iously fixed on the eye of his patient 
as an Indication, the most certain 
when a wound is mortal, after a few 
moments glanced his eye on Bourke, 
and expressed his opinion In his coun- 
tenance.

Dawson's North 
Pole Expedition 

Envoy of Yukon Project Reaches 
Seattle on Behalf of 
Enterprise. 

Will Deliver Lectures at Victoria 
and Other of the Coast 
Cities. 



I F. Marion Warrington, private secre- 
tary of Dr. A. Veriele, of Dnwsou, who 
5s behind the movement tt> organize an 
expedition to make the attempt to dis- 
cover the North Pole in 1007, has arrived 
an Seattle from the North. Mr. Warring- 
ton is some three weeks in advance of 
Dr. Veriele, who, with Churles Macilou- 
nld, clerk of the territorial court of Daw- 
son, will eollrc to Seattle for the purpose 
of interesting the citizens of this city in 
•the work of organizing the expedition. 

"The citizens of Dawson are enthusi- 
astic over the proposed expedition," said 
Mr. Warrington in speaking about the 
■project to a reporter for the Post-Intelli- 
gencer, "and if the experiments which we 
.will make this coming winter come up to 
our expectations, the expedition will start 
for the pole late next fall, 
i "Dr. Veriele, who is a French scientist 
of considerable reputation, has made a 
.study for the past few years of the re- 
sults of the experiments and attempts to 
reach the pole made by Xnnsen, Peary 
and the others who have attempted to 
tench that goal, and lias decided that his 
own idea will obviate the majority of 
the ditlictilties which have acted to pre- 
sent previous attempts. 

"Dr. Vcriele's idea is to select a num- 
ber of the most hardy niushers of the 
Yukon Territory, men whoso ability and 
endurance have been proved time and 
again, and with these men make a dash 
for the pole, starting from Grant's Land 
and going to Franz .Josef's Land, a dis- 
tance of 1,300 miles. This distance is r-d 
greater than was made by a detachment 
of the Mounted Police of the Yukon Ter- 
ritory last winter, and the difficulties to 
'be encountered are not much greater, 
l "This winter experiments will be made 
ito determine just what is to be avoided 
in making the undertaking. Numbers ol 
linen of the idass from which the real 
.expedition will be made up will be sent 
out on practice marches, taking their 
food supplies, find, which will be petro- 
leum, mules, cayuses, reindeer, ami, >.f 
course, dog teams. The object in taking j 
in mules is twofold. It is thought that 
these animals have great powers of en ! 
durance, and may he able to make the en- j 
tire trip, and another reason is the de- j 
sire to take along portable food for the 
dogs. 

"As the result of the experiments to lie 
made this winter, it is thought that an 
expedition can lie equipped next year 
which will be as near perfect tor ill" 
work intended as is possible. Ali the. 
tmen will have had years of training and I 
experience in handling dogs, and in 
making long mushes through the snow 
anil over the ice. Moreover, they will he 
either Americans or Englishmen, and 
will have something besides mere physi- 
cal endurance to fall back on in ease ot 
stress. 

"All other expeditions have relied foi 
the greater part on natives so far as |j rilu ] ,. 
having men of experience in the northern shortly I 
lands is concerned, and it has been proved ; inH \ f U0I) 
-by the history of Alaska that a while hours! 
nnan is far superior to a native when 
any test of endurance or practical ex- 
perience is concerned. 

\ "The trip from some one of the coast 
points of Alaska to Grunt'* Land through 
Bearing Straits is made every year by 
numbers of whaling vessels, ami it is a 
craft ol" this kind thai will he used to 
convey the proposed expedition to that 
point. A large party will he taken to 
the starting point, and as many as pns- 
sible will accompany the real expedi- 
tion as far as they can go and get back 
again. When this point is reached the 
imain expedition will start on the dash 
to the pole and thence to Franz Josef'* 
Land, where supplies will lie awaiting 
them which will have been sent over 
from North Cape, a trip frequently made 
"The distance to be traveled by the 
proposed route is only 1,300 miles, and 
no attempt to establish intermediate sup- 
ply stations will be made. It is this fea- 



ture of other expeditious which has 
proved so 'disastrous, as it is an estab- 
lished fact that the frozen ice fields in the 
Far North move in a circular direction 
from right to left, and that he stations 
are liable to move 300 or -100 miles from 
the locality in which they were estab- 
lished. 

"Dr. Veriele is actuated only by scien- 
tific motives in making his attempt, but 
as no such feeling will actuate the pro- 
fessional niushers of the North, those 
men -will be paid as much as they could 
make if they remained at home. I.e Ma- 
tin, a French paper with which Dr, 
Veriele has been connected, will, it is 
thought, start a subscription for the pur- 
pose of financing the expedition. This 
paper has done such things often in the 
past, and its efforts in such matters have 
always met with great success." 

Dr. Veriele will make addresses, tell- 
ing what, he intends doing, in Victoria, 
and also in Seattle, Portland and San 
Francisco. Secretary Shellield, of the 
Alaska Club, has tendered Mr. Warring- 
ton the use of the club's rooms for use 
during the doctor's visit to Seattle.

Mr. Prescott's machine is what might 
he called a radical departure from the 
other methods. On two bob-sleds a rack 
is made, very similar to the kind in gen- 
eral use. However, just ahead of the 
.rear bob the body is open, and over the 
front end of the rear boh there is a 
shaft just above the level of the rack, 
and fro tntllis shaft and extending out 
over the opening for a distance of seven 
feet is the frame. This frame is upon 
bearings on the shaft which permits mov- 
ing them either up or down. In these 
llrames are suspended the wheels that 
are used for propelling the sled. There 
are two 'wheels, and these are double, 
so that j list where the horse travels in 
the sleigh-track a double wheel will lit 
just like a double wheel. Between each 
of lhe.se wheels there is a sprocket- 
wheel and the chain which goes to a 
like wheel on the frame-shaft is the 
Imethod of conveying the power from the 
shaft to the wheels, the shaft being 
turned by the power on the rear sleigh. 
Details of Equipment. 
The wheels are four feet in diameter, 
find the edges have teeth to prevent I 

slipping. Hut what is the most import- 
ant feature of these wheels is the fact 
that with the movable frame on the 
power-shaft the wheels can travel over 
any uneven surface and yet not disturb 
the sprocket-chain or their regular tra- 
veling friction on the surface. 

Attached to tnc power-shaft is a fric- 
tion gear which will permit the sleigh 
to go down the steepest hill -without 
_'or of too much speed. The steering 
gear is so arranged as to have the rear 
iiob track instead of cutting short the arc 
of a curve, and the machine may be 
turned in its own length. 

'In the spring, when a hare spot is 
reached, a lever will throw the weight of 
the front bob on the wheels, which can 
easily pull the rear bob over the ground. 

The motive power can be either guso- 
ino or steam engines, either one of 20- 
horsopower being able to drive the 
sleigh at the rate of ten miles an hour. 
If steam is used it will have the addition- 
al advantage of permitting Hie exhaust- 
steam to pass through the hollow run- 
ners, which will at once destroy the fric- 
tion Of cold weather, and give only an 
icy surface. 

It is anticipated that on an 18-foot 
sleigh ten passengers and baggage, or 
over a ton in 'weight, can be carried.

"But glorious as the climate of British 
Columbia is, that province does not pro- 
duce fruit all the year round; nor have 
its fruit -growers succeeded as yet in 
producing strawberries of a sort to 
stand transportation in comparison with 
the strawberries of Oregon. This prob- 
lem of the carrying quality of fruit, 
which is iToth a problem of fruit produc- 
tion and a problem of fruit [nicking, has 
not yet been solved with entire success in 
British Columbia. 

"It" we could only be transported on a 
(magic carpet from Winnipeg to the 
smiling valleys on the other side of the 
Stocky Mountains and eat British Col- 
umbia fruit in British Columbia, we 
should desire no otfyer fruit; but since we 
cannot go to that fruit, the fruit must 1)3 
brought to ns. And in many cases it is 
not improved in the prlngig. Moreover, 
there are times of the year before he 
British Columbia fruit is ripe for picking, 
when ripe fruit of the best quality can be 
.sent to Winnipeg in prime condition from 
fruit-growing regions south of the Inter- 
national boundary. Why should we be 
taxed as we are upon such fruit'.' 

"Fruit is not so much a luxury as a 
necessity to health. British Columbia has 
no strawberries to offer before June. 
Why should we have to pay in the 
/months preceding June a tariff tax of -IS 
cents a crate on strawberries from the 
south'.' It is a. tax which can he of no 
possible benefit to any Canadian inter- 
est, however beneficial it is to the rev- 
enue. Similarly with tomatoes, apples, 
and other fruits. Why should a tax of 
20 cents per bushel and IK per cent, ad 
valorem be imposed upon tomatoes from 
across the line at a season of the year 
when no part of Canada can supply lis 
with tomatoes'.- Apples from the south 
pay 40 cents per barrel duly. They can- 
not begin to compare with the apples 
either of Eastern Canada or of British 
Columbia, but they are ready two months 
curlier. They do not in any way com- 
pete with Canadian apples, and nobody 
imports them once the Canadian apples 
are to be had. Cranberries at Thanks- 
giving season are mil to he had either 
from Eastern Canada or from British 
Columbia, yet the duly on cranberries is 
SI. -"it a barrel. In fact the only fruit; 
coming in from the south that are not 
'taxed are bananas and pineapples. And 
when the first tariff commission of the 
Liberal government was sitting In On- 
tario, fruit-growers of that province 
wanted 25 cents per barrel 'protection' on | 
bananas. 

"Why should not the tariff on fruit* 
be amended by being made imperative 
during certain months of the year'.' 
This is a novel suggestion, but its nov- 
elty should not debar it from serious con- 
sideration. Such a measure of tariff re- 
form would be greatly appreciated by tt« 
West. It would he a measure of relief 
from taxation upon a necessity of health. 
The protectionist gentleman who in- 
scribes upon his banner the motto thai 
nothing that can be produced in Canada 
should be imported would not have a leg 
to stand on in opposing it. It would be 
a somewhat dilUcult matter, no doubt, 
to adjust such a system of interim aboli- 
tion of fruit duties so as best to attain 
the end desired. Hut the suggestion is 
one til at deserves attention."

Yukon Polar Institute Now Enlist 
Ing Men for Adventurous 
Expedition. 



from Dawson exchanges just to hand 
the following items are taken, telling of 
the progress of affairs in the Far North: 
The first steps by Dr. Veriele, managing 
director of the Yukon Polar Institute, to 
enlist the services of men for the polar 
trip has just been begun by writing let- 
ters to the noted musBers of the Yukon, 
asking them to enrol for the under- 
taking. 

Letters are being sent to numerous 
linen noted here and elsewhere in the Yu- 
kon as niushers. They are asked to reply 
in writing if they will be willing to join 
the expedition to the pole if they be 
placed on salary during the trip, and tj 
state also if they can find it convenient 
to take part in the big experimental trip 
in the Yukon basin the coming winter. 
It is expected that many favorable re- 
plies will be received, and that from the 
number the doctor will be enabled to 
select a party that will be wituoul a 
peer. 

Railway Work Stopped. 

I Virtually all the men employed by the 
Klondike Mines railway have been dis- 
missed with the exception of the office 
force. The injunction matter has drag- 
ged so long that it is feared no more 
grading will be done this year, but it is 
likely that everything will bo pushed 
along the line next spring in case the 
right of way matters are settled and ev- 
erything else is satisfactory. 

The construction of the bridges will be 
completed this fall. 

Building Big Ditch. 

The Detroit-Yukon Cold Mining Com- 
pany is putting in a seven-mile ditch. 
The company let a contract three weeks 
ago to A. D. Bunneruian, the White 
Horse stable man, who is working oO *o 

00 men and a grader and live teams. 
The company takes the water from 

20 above on Hunker to the Williams con- 
cession where It will bo used in hy- 
draulic work. The company has 4,(KJ0 
feet of syphon built, and will syphon 
most of the pups. The same people also 
have 4,000 feet of Hume built. 

This company Is one of the most en- 
ergetic in the camp. It owns the Bear 
Creek dredge, property on French Hill, 
and other big propositions. The dredge 
is working every day and night, and will 
continue until stopped by extremely cold 
weather. 

Rich Concession Worked. 
The Anderson concession on Hunker 
iek has been working JL00 men most 
of the summer. It has -10 men now at 
ork. 

The concession people have good pros- 
;cts, and even excellent. The company 
knows the ground, and next spring will, 
it Is understood, begin the installation 
of dredges of the Hear creek type. 

This long has been conceded to be the 
richest concession in the country, and 
since it has been held through thick and 
thin since early days against work by 
the individual miners, except those who 
obtained lays on the property, the con- 
cession as a whole bus not been worked 
to any great extent. Some of the lay- 
men are known to have taken out very 
rich pay. If dredges be installed there, 
they probably will have one of the rich- 
est pieces of dredge ground in the Yu- 
kon. 

Nearly a Fatal Accident. 

John Hill narowly escaped being killed 
on No. 13 below on Bonanza, when three 
tons of gravel fell from the cut in which 
he was working. 

Hill escaped with a broken leg, and is 
now in St. Mary's hospital. 

1 Several others have been hurt by fall- 
ing gravel on the creeks of late. The 
ground is thawed more now than any 
other time of the year, and therefore 
caves in more readily. 

Bad Cut With an Axe 
Aime Dugas bad a narrow escape from 
accidentally killing himself with an axe. 
He attempted to cut a bolt out of a 
stick of wood. lie failed to notice a 
clothes line above his head, and when t lie 
axe came down it struck the line and 
bounced hack so that the head of the 
axe struck him on the nose. The left eye 
was bruised and the nose split open 
lengthwise. Blood flowed ill profusion. 

A physician was summoned ami look 
several stitches in the nose. Had it been 
a double-bitted axe the results would 
probably have been fatal. •

MUNICIPAL THEATRES IN GER- 
MANY. 

I "K. I >." in the Municipal Journal. 

In Germany the promotion of dra- 
matic art is considered to be the duty of 
the public authority, and forms part of 
the aesthetic education of the people. A 
j high-class place of entertainment is also 
j an attraction to a city, and gives an op- 
portunity for talent trained in the music 
schools and 1 conservatoires for dramatic 
art. Hence no town which cares for its 
reputation is without a municipal 
theatre. As a rule, the municipalities do 
not operate the theatres directly, but 
lend them to a theatre lessee. It is rare- 
ly that any rent is charged, but a system 
of dividing profits is instituted. Gener- 
ally, however, the percentage which goes 
to the city is altogether inadequate to 
pay interest on the cost of building, and 
very frequently a subsidy is added to 
maintain the house. Cologne's new 
theatre for operas and higher class plays 
is the latest type erected in Oennany, 
and is perhaps the best institution of its 
kind. It is a magnificent building, ar- 
Iranged somewhat on the principle of 
the Paris Opera House, with commodi- 
ous corridors and lounges, ll is one of 
the finest examples of civic enterprise in 
Germany. The building itself cost £122,- 
000; stage equipment, £27,000: decora- 
tions and costumes, £20. 000. With the 
provision of an excellent restaurant at- 
tached to the theatre, the total cost was 
£100,000. To appreciate this example of 
municipal enterprise we must under- 
stand the point of view in Germany. 

. . Herr Carl Morilz, the architect, 
occupies a very high position in his pro- 
fession in Oennany, and the Cologne 
Theatre must be regarded almost as his 
"chef d'oeuvre." He is engaged just now 
on plans for seven municipal theatres. 
The municipal council of Cologne main- 
tains an old theatre as well as a new 
opera house. The object is to popularize 
theatrical performances as much as pos- 
sible. With this end in view, the 
charges at the new theatres are arranged 
so as to give all classes an opportunity 
of seeing (lie same piece. There are 
three grades of charges, according to the 
length of the run. The German munici- 
pal theatre plays a very important part 
in the education of the community, in 
raising the moral lone of the people, and 
in acting as counter-attractions to the 
beer gardens. The best class of plays is 
produced. No self-respecting town would

Canadian Fish from Boston 

The express charges are about on a 
level from Boston and Portland and 
from Canso, though tlie distance is 
double. Tlie railway rates were not 
considered by any of the dealers inter- 
viewed by the Globe as affecting the di- 
rection of orders to the Stales.

the entrance to Itoyal Itoads Is built. Be- 
fore Colonel Anderson and Captain Gau- 
il in had left the steamer's side she struck 
and brought up with a shock which made 
the steel bull tremble. She was hard mid 
fast. 

The current ran very strong and It. set 
the vessel on the reef very quickly. It 
was thought that the current set In the 
opposite direction, and when the steamer 
stopped It wns not for n moment thought 
that the current would carry her toward 
the Island. When the mistake was noticed 
the vessel was hard anil fust. An ofTort 
was made to float her by reversing the 
engines, bat the steamer did not budge. 
She lay on an even keel, resting fast. 

The tide did not fall much, and when 
the vessel bad been ashore a few hours It 
began to flood. Captain Gaudln was row- 
ed to Wllllaui Head quarantine station hy 
a boat's crew from the Quadra, and lie 
telephoned to the city for assistance. Un- 
fortunately there were no vessels In port 
wiui steam up, and the larger tugs were 
absent. The tug Lome was returning 
from Cape flattery, where she bad drop- 
ped the lumber laden ship W. II. Talbot 
from Vancouver for China, and a launch 
was scat out to Intercept the tug and se- 
cure her assistance. The quarantine 
steamer .Enrle was made ready and went 
out at once to stand hy the steamer. As 
the tide rose the Earle put a hawser on 
Kith, ear- j hoard (he Quadra, and after several pulls 
She will , manager to haul the government steamer 
1 tons of | over the reef Into deep water. 

After being Honied the Quadra was tak- 
en Into Bsqulmnlt, and she will be hauled 
out today on the ICsipilinult murine rail- 
way for repairs. Both Captains Gnudin 
and Backet said Inst night that the steam- 
er was not seriously Injured. She was not 
making any water, although her stern post 
had been started ami would probably need 
lo he replaced. Ii was not thought that 
the bull bad sustained much damage. Cap- 
tain Gaudln said that If necessary mater- J 
lal was to hi. had here and the work of re- 
pairs carried oat promptly, the steamer 
Would not l.e long delayed. While she Is 
undergoing repairs, Colonel Anderson will 
remain here pending orders. The cruise 
upon Which the steamer was starting when 
she. met with accident will probably be re- 
sinned after the necessary repairs are com- 
pleted. 

The Quadra's cruise to the West Coast 
Is io allow Colonel Anderson, the chief en- 
gineer, to complete his Inspection of the 
lights and aids to navigation, He and 
Captain Gnndlii will also locate a site for 
the proposed lighthouse In the vicinity of 
ICynpuot. It was also the Intention of' the 
oftlelals to investigate the conditions with 
a view lo the proposed establishment of a 
life-saving station for the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. 

The Quadra has been In commission for 
thirteen years, and has had few accidents, 
she arrived from Scotland on January 4, 
nmmiind of Captain Walbraa.
